Suggestions as to Why Dark Colors 
Prevail ln the Southwest. 
Arizona Hoof and Horn.) ae 
In a recent conversation wiih an 
old horseman, who, for the last 
quarter of a century has been 
prominently identified with the 
breeding of equine stock in the 
Territories of New Mexico and 
Arizena, it was asserted by him 
that one of the most remarkable 


peculiarities of the native horses of 
the Southwest was the fact of their 


being almost universally dark in 
color, with but comparatively few 
markings in the shape of light- 
colored spots. The assertion being 
of that character as to at once 
challenge investigation, many of 
the most experienced horse-raisers 
in Arizona that could be reached 
were asked for their experience 
and opinions in the matter, and the 
replies obtained from them fully 
confirmed the statement, so far at 


least as it related to the horse of 


this Territory. One gentleman in 
particular who bas been largely 
interested in the business of sup- 
plying the military stationed in 
Arizona with horses. stated that 
while he had, during fifieen years 
spent in that line of business, oc- 
casionally found light - colored 
horses born in Arizona, it was so 
rare an occurrence as to cause com- 
ment. Before the infusion of im- 
proved blood in the shape of 
imported breeders from Europe 
and the older States, the native 
horses—by which term is meant 
that class of horseflesh usually 
given the genial term of“bronchos” 
—were universally dark, even the 
shaded distinctions, such as light 
bays and light roaus, being rare 
colors, which seem to have been 
brought out by the breeder. To 
explain the peculiarity of color two 
theories have been advanced; one 
to the effect that it has resulted 
from the tanning influences of the 
sun, just the same as the additional 
bronze is added to the cheeks of 
those who are often exposed to the 
ardent kisses of Old Sol; while the 
second theory is that the absence 
of snow and similar brilliant white 
surfaces, and the presence of the 
many immense mountain ranges of 
dark volcanic rock, bare of the 
vegetation with which mountains 
elsewhere are usually covered,have

They were successful there, 
and baptized a dozen or more, 
Tuesday, while Eiders Mower and 
Sea were conducting a meeting at 
the Long School House, fifty armed 
men dragged them from the pulpit.

supply in other countries than this, 
and whether that may not have an 
effect upon values, For that rea- 
son an article in Harper’s Monthly 
for November on the “Other end 
of the Hemisphere,” referring to 
South America, by W. E. Curtis, 
formerly Secretary of the South 
American Commission, is interest- 
ing reading, particularly that por- 
tion which narrates facts in regard 
to the live stock interests of the 
Argentine Republic and of Uru- 
guay. While not entirely new, 
there is some information which 
is fresh. 7 

Mr. Curtis starts out with the 


| Statement that while it costs $50 


to place a carcass. of Chicago 
dressed beef in the markets of Lon- 
don, the estancieros of the Argen- 
tine Republic are shipping from 
seven to ten thousand carcasses a 
month, and those of Uruguay al- 
most as many at one-half that sum. 
In another place the writer says 
that in 1885 there were 41,000,000 
sheep in the United States, 72,000,- 
000 in Australia and 100,000,000 in 
the Argentine Republic. In the 
United States there are two-thirds 
of a sheep to every inhabitant; in 
the Argentine Republic there are 
23 sheep, and in Uruguay 40 sheep 
to every man, woman and child. In 
the United States there are 40,000, 
000 of horned cattle toa population 
of 60,000,000; the Argentine Repub- 
lic and Uruguay have 38,000,000 of 
caitle toa population of 3,500,000- 
In Uruguay with a population of 
500,000 there are 8,000,000 of cattle, 
20,000,000 of sheep and 2,000,000 of 
horses, or 60 head of stock to each 
man, woman and child. 

Single ranches exist in the Ar- 
gentine Republic which for the 
area enclosed by wire fences and 
for the number of cattle branded 
are larger than four of the largest 
in the United States combined. 
The cattle business is becoming 
monopolized by vast corporations. 
Rich Englishmen and Scotchmen 
and Irishmen are combining their 
interests, leasing or buying em- 
pires or territory and stocking 
it with the best breeds. Companies 
with $5,000,000 capital are common 
aud those with $10,000,000 not rare. 
The Government of Argentine and 
Uruguay subsidize the business of 
exporting frozen meat, and the 
Germans as well as the English 
and Scotch are taking advantage 
of the liberal concession. The Gov- 
oruments will guarantee dividends 
of five per cent per annum, upon 
an investment of $500,000 or more, 
provided the annual exports 
amount to $20,000 carcasses of 
beef for every $100,000 invested. 
The Liebig Extract of Beef Com- 
pany has $15,000,000 invested at 
Fray Benton, a little town on the 
Uruguay river, where it consumes 
500,000 head of catile a year and 
pays dividends of 24 per cent. The 
London and River Plate Frozen 
Meat Company is becoming as 
great a monopoly as the Standard 
Oil Company, and is now shipping 
9,000 carcasses a week to England 
on refrigerator ships constructed 
for that purpose. 

These are facts which are worth 
cousidering when talk is heard in 
regard to a “beef famine.” When 
the supply of cattle in this country 
is not more than sufficient for 
home consumption then may bet- 
ter prices be expected, but if an in- 
creasee foreign demand has to be 
relied upon to dispose of the sur- 
plus, it would be wise to ponder 
over the facts given in regard to 
the capabilities of the Argentine 
Republic and Uruguay as a cattle 
country.
